Paris, August 31, 1867. 

Ir must be confessed the annual meeting of the 
Academy of Inscriptions and Belles Lettres was 
rather heavy. The weather was warm. The season 
has been unusually brilliant. The exhibition alone 
was enough to blind any ordinary eyes. Really, it 
did require a screw to raise one’s courage to the 
pitch at which one could listen to a narration of a 
grammarian’s monotonous life. Although we all 
strive for it, there is nothing so uninteresting as 
happiness. No dramatist or novelist (they are 
most attentive to the popular pulse) ever built a 
work on bliss. Men are attracted only by tears or 
blood. To ask an audience to take interest in a 
life unvexed even by wife or children, undisturbed 
by curtain lecture or nursery screams, whose 
highest happiness was the solution of an obscure 
Greek phrase, and whose greatest misery was an 
unintelligible Latin sentence, which baffled every 
effort to marshal its words to sense, is simply to ask 
the impossible. 

Yet this was the life led by the deceased philo- 
logist, who was the subject of the eulogy delivered 
by the perpetual Secretary of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres. Charles Benoit 
Hase was born the 11th of May, 1780, at Sulza, a 
small town of Thuringa, situated between Weimar 
and Naumburg. Soon after his birth his father, 
who was a Protestant minister of the Confession of 
Augsburg, was made Lutheran Bishop at Altstedt, 
another small town in the Grand Duchy of Saxe 
Weimar. Here C. B. Hase’s early childhood was 
passed. His father was not only a theologian, but 
something of an author—for he translated from Rus- 
sian Pallas’s and Lapuchine’s “Travels in Northern 
Asia.” His father early awakened in his son the 
desire to know “ men’s manners and cities,” as the 
son would subsequently often say in the language 
of Ulysses’s bard. He did more: he early developed 
in his son skill in drawing, which was afterwards 
most useful to the future paleographist and epi- 
graphist, in his travels and lectures. Young Hase’s 
father died when he was but 12 years old, leaving 
the family in circumstances of most precarious for- 
tune. His mother was barely able to procure money 
enough to send him to school at Weimar; but she 
did send him there at Easter, 1793. There he had 
as one of his masters Boettiger, a teacher eminently 
calculated by his universal knowledge, to excite 
the development of the most varied talents. Goethe, 
Schiller, and Wieland then lived at Weimar, and 
Herden paid frequent visits to it. Although young 
Hase’s nature was rather slow (and always so ap- 
peared), he was gifted with such admirable facul- 
ties that it gradually developed. He had an insatia- 
ble thirst for reading, a marvellous memory, an 
incessantly active mind or laborious will, and was 
looked up to as the Phenix of the school. Besides 
ancient and modern languages and literatures, 
he cultivated the arts, and especially poetry. Music 
alone made no impression on his mind; he said he 
could find in it neither a clear thought, nor an idea 
which could be produced in any other way. Boet- 
tiger predicted for him an honorable career as a philo- 
logist. At Easter, 1798, he went to Jena, where he 
frequented the lectures of Griesbach, the eminent 
theologian, and failed to understand Schelling. He 
suddenly determined to seek literary fortune in 
Paris. He set out for Paris alone and on foot the 
30th September, 1801, with 30 thalers (about $20) 
in his pocket, and a card of a professor of natu- 
ral history addressed to Millin, who is better known 
as an archeologist than a naturalist, despite his 
“Mineralogy of Homer.” He wore a long blue

Young Hase had studied superficially 
this language, and had studied thoroughly modem 
Greek, in the company of one Drosos Ma 
whose acquaintance he had made at Jena. Yoy. 
zouf, delighted by this meciing, and touched by 
his position, carried him at once to the Turkish 
Embassy, and had him introduced to the interpre. 
ter, the celebrated Codrikas, with whom young 
Hase talked in modern Greek with a facility which 
amazed the interpreter. He introduced the young 
foreigner to Ausse de Villoison, the most celebrated 
Greek scholar of the day in France, who at once 
engaged the young man to give him lessons in 
modern Greek, “ although,” as M. Hase subsequently 
was wont to say, “he knew twenty times more 
modern Greek than his pretended master.” He 
obtained pupils for the young Saxon, employed him 
in copying manuscripts at the Imperial Library, and 
introduced him to influential people, who undertook 
to advance his fortunes after Ansse de Villoison’s 
premature death in 1805. The most efficient patron 
to whom he was thus introduced was the Count de 
Choiseul Gouffier, who gave him a place in the 
Imperial Library (Manuscripts), soon after Ansse 
de Villoison’s death. Young Hase began to labor 
earnestly on the Recueil des Notices et Extraits des 








Manuscrits, and in 1812 he was appointed tutor of 
Prince Louis Napoleon Bonaparte. He next pub- 
lished an edition of the history of Leo Diaconis, 
and Joannis Lydii. When the chair of moder 
Greek and paleography was re-established in the 
Imperial Library, he was appointed to fill it. In 
1824 he was elected a member of the Academy of 
Inscriptions and Belles Lettres, to fill the vacaney 
created by Bernardi’s death. In 1832 he was pr- 
moted to the place of keeper of the Manuscripts of 
the Imperial Library. In 1837 he visited Greece, 
and was 80 familiar with the country that his guide, 
hearing him call by their names the defiles of the 
mountains, asked him if he was not a captain in 
the War of Independence. In 1838 he visited Alge- 
ria. 

““M. Hase the professor was an original, and, by 
his singularity, an interesting figure. We, with our 
French habits, cannot comprehend him unless we 
conceive the professors of German universities— 
not in their public chairs, but in their private, and 
often most useful lectures, which are real confe- 
rences with the flower of students still more eager 
for the master’s learning than for his words. I do 
not mean M. Hase’s language betrayed his origin 
as much as might be thought; it was heavy and 
sometimes laborious, even in German, but always 
clear, correct, and severely French. The exact and 
inquisitive philologist could be discovered in the 
elocution of the professor, as well as in the matter 
of his lectures, during which, with an easy good 
nature which was not without charm, he allowed 
himself to indulge in every association, grammati- 
cal, literary, and historical digression, which his 
rich memory and opulent erudition most copiously 
furnished. One was sure to carry away from these
